States of Asia which would include Japan, Manchuria, Korea, India,! and 
both Nationalist and Communist China.

"Mr. KUHARA may be opposed to ccomuniam from ideological standpoint, yet 
he recognizes it as a power to stay. One might presume he feels a 
hidden admiration for an Asian people that has won victories over the 
Vert and succeeded in doing what Japan Itself failed to do; assert the 
principle of Asia for the Asians and Asian supremacy over the west*., . 

Many "old China hands" cannot rid themselves of the obsession that Japan 
and China are inextricably woven together, that tha two are mutually 
dependent from a coemerclal standpoint, that common cultural matters 
constitute an unbreakable link...."
